The supreme court today 
sustained the conviction of 
Eugene V. Debs, socialist 
leader, found guilty of vio- 
lating the espionage 
act 


through statements made in 
a speech at Canton, Ohio, 
last June and sentenced to 
10 years imprisonment. 


In deciding the case the 


court in effect upheld the 
constitutionality of the so- 
called enlistment section of 
the espionage act of 1917. 


The opinion of the court 


\vas unanimous. 


As in the case of the espi- 
nage cases decjded last 


Monday, the supreme court 
in its opinion again today 
made no specific ruling up- 
on the constitutionality of 
the espionage act. The court 
based its opinion largely up- 
on that part of Ihe indict- 
ment charging obstruction 
of recruiting service, which 
was unanimously affirmed.

ill reports, the soldiers in the army and 
heir families have the first call upon 
all food supplies. 
It is understood that every man in 
he army is going to have all the food 
le desires, and that his family will also 
be fed. It is the only way many of the 
)eople can obtain food—by joining the 
irmy. 
So volunteers are numerous; 


hey increase as food supplies in the 
•arious 
communities decrease, 
and 


Lenine and Trotzky see to it that food 
upplies decrease when they want to 
drive men into the ranks. 
Then, the army is full of spies, of 
:ourse. That is, men are rewarded for 
eporting upon their fellows. If any sol- 
ier speaks of leaving the ranks, if 
here is the least suspicion of disloyalty 
upon the part of a soldier, a spy reports 
he matter and the suspected soldier is 
hot without ceremony. Every soldier 
5 therefore afraid of every other sol- 
ier .and even if the food supply had 
lothing to do with it, there is enough 
f terror in the ranks to prevent men 
rom deserting. 


But what such an army will do if it is 
hrown against a. real army—that is 
nother thing. 
So far the army has 
een used only to suppress riots and 
ounter-revolutions. 
It has not been 


rdered to the field to meet another 
rmy. except up around Archangel, and 
he struggle up there was little more 
nan a skirmish. 
From a purely mili- 
ary standpoint the Russian army is not 
eared. No great body of men, driven 
nto the ranks by hunger, and kept 
leir by fear, can be an effective army 
s against the kind of troops the allies 
ave in the field.

It is neces- 
ary. therefore, that peace should come 
s quickly as possible in order to re- 
tore natural conditions and to remove 
ho.«e which irritate. President Wilson 
as gone back to Europe to hasten the 
doption of the League of Nations, 
hich after some essential amendments 
re made, will go far toward preventing 
uture wars.

in France. General (Jlenn was address- 
ing' the concluding session of a four- 
clay conference of business and profes- 
sional men held at C.imp Sherman to 
consider problems concerning the re- 
turning soldier. 
The convention, held 


in the heart of the c:imp at the 
Com- 


munity church ,was conducted under 
the auspices of the Keel Triangle organ- 
ization. 
Educators, clergy, industrial 


leaders and men prominent in. various 
line? of endeavor throughout Ohio, at- 
tended the meetings which sought to 
map out a compreheiisive program rel- 
ative to the soldiery return to civilian 
life. 


"I have tried to find something to 


warrant this criticism." General Glenn 
said, "but 
have been unsuccessful in 


this respect. 
I was in constant touch 


with Y. M. C. A. leaders and they did 
a magnificent work for me and my 
men. 


During the course of his address. 


General Glenn asserted that i;i his en- 
tire division "not 
a single unit but was 


given every attention that every mem- 
ber was entitled to and then some." 
He slated he was familiar with the 
various activities conducted by the Y- 
M. C. A., referring esi^ecially to the 
hotels conducted rn France as being 
";t very important' factor in maintain- 
ing the morale ot.the 
men." 
''The army Y. i!. C. A. recognized 


this ought to be done and went ahead 
and did it." said the general. In this 
connection 
he referred 
also 
to the 


splendid work of the Red Cross. 


In referring to the city of Brest the 


seneral declared that the hotel there 
managed by the Y. M. C. A. was the 
only bright spot in the city. The Y. M. 
C. A. managed hostelries. he said, were 
great necessities as they were places 
where the American soldier could get 
food at reasonable prices and likewise 
afford him an opportunity for recrea-
